This is one of the mgny. import- 
ant conclusions to be.drawn from 
the United Nations “Atoms for 
Peace” Conference in Geneva in 
which. some 1,200 scientists and 
other experts from 72 countries 
took part.

By. 1975 the world wili be using 
three times more energy than to- 
day, arid eight times more by the 

_ end of the century, the Conference 
was told. : 

At present about 80 percent‘: of 
the’ energy comes from -burning 
coal, oil and gas, By the year 2,000, 
no less than 7,500 million tons of 
coal will be needed each year, as 
in 1950. . 

Total recoverable reserves com- 
pared with 2,750 million tons of 
solid and liquid fuels and natural 
gas are estimated at about 3,500 
billion. tons. According to’ the 
president of the Conference,.

The kernels are carried by rak- 
ers to the boat where a helper 
scoops them into sacks, The scow 
i8 propelled arid steered’ by two 
large paddle wheels operating in- 
dependently and’ powered by an 
85-horsepower engine. The paddle 
wheels, by stirring up the mucky 
bottom of the marsh, cultivate the 
rice beds in the same way that a 
plow prepares the graih fields, 

This strange contraption floats 
over 500 acres of marsh land on 
Lac Du Bois which Mr.’ Williams 
leases from the Manitoba govern- 
ment, 

Mr. Williams loosens the rice 
hulls by a system of engine-driven 
drums rotating over a low fire. 
Hulling is done by modern machin- 
ery. 

Manitoba’s wild rice fields, judg- 
ed the finest in the world, are lo- 
cated between the 49th and 54th 
parallel, but to the east side of 
Lake Winnipeg where conditions 
are most suitable. - . 

Rice fields are administered by 

the lands: and forestry branch of 
the Manitoba government which 
collects 15 percent of the cash 
value of the rice when the fields 
are located in accessible areas’ and 
74% percent when they are inac- 
cessible and planes must be used 
to freight it out. 
. Large rice areas in the. White- 
shell district are also auctioned off 
to the highest bidder for harvest- 
ing.

The Possible Place of 
Chemical Summerfallow 
It must not -be taken from 
what was said in last week’s col- 
umn that the use of chemicals 
for the control of weeds on sum- 
merfallow, has no place: Indeed, 
they may have a very important 
place but the consensus of opin- 
ion seems to be that it will pro- 
bably lie in a combination of 
the use of chemicals and tillage. 
Persistent perennial weeds, such 
as Canada thistle, for instance, 
could be controlled effectively 
by carrying on the cultivation 
of the summerfallow until late 
June or early July, then allow- 
ing the weeds to advance to the 
early shooting stage which might 
be followed by a heavy appli- 
cation of 2,4-D: The fallow could 
then be left for a week or two 
and finally worked down. 
Experiments’ with ‘chemical 
summerfallow’ have been Car- 
ried out in a number of areas, 
These tests are continuing and 
the results will be watched with 
‘a good deal of interest by farm- 
ers in the U.S.A. ang Canada. 
Undoubtedly, herbicides will 
‘have a place in the summer- 
fallowing process, particularly 
in the more efficient control of 
deep-rooted perennials, but, as 
indicated, the main hope seenis 
to lie possibly in a combination 
of both’ chemical sprays and 
tillage.

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Sack of stones may contain 
evidence of ancient culture 


HANOVER, N.H.—A 30-pound sack of stones from Can- 


ada’s. Far North may contain 
Cape Dorset Eskimos, among 
ples to inhabit the Arctic. 

They’re not ordinary stones. 
They are flint spear points, arrow 
heads, scraping and cutting tools 
and chips left behind as long as 
2,000 years ago in the campsites 
of stone age aborigines. 

During an eight-week expedi- 
tion, Prof. Harp and Dr. Ralph. E. 
Miller, Hanover physician and Arc- 
tic flying enthusiast, sought an- 
cient. Eskimo - habitation sites in 
the vicinity. of Coronation ‘gulf, 
Dismal lakes and Bathurst inlet 
onthe coast of the Arctic ocean. 
They also travelled inland in a 
vast’ unexplored. region between 
Contwoyto lake and the big bend 
of ‘the Coppermine river.

Prof. Harp is carrying out ‘an 
anthropological survey he hopes 
will eventually extend from New- 
foundland to Alaska.

The stones were brought here 
by Prof. Elmer Harp, Jr., Dart- 
mouth College anthropologist, who 
has just returned from the Arctic. 

Prof. Harp found campsites that 
showed sigtis of occupancy as long 
as 2,000 years ago and also within 
the present century. In these he 
was able to dig up artifacts of 
stone age inhabitants while at the 
samé time there were remains of 
Indian “brush camps” of the pres- 
ent era. : 

In new region ; 

The men operated in an area 
never before éxamined :from an 
archaeological viewpoint. Even 
current maps show the locations 
of many lakes and rivers only ap- 
proximately. 

Prof. Harp said the most pro- 
ductive areas were in the region 
lying between Coronation gulf and 
Great Bear lake, Dismal Jakes, 
Lake Kamut, Lake Contwoyto and 
Lake. Kathawachaga. 

Anthropologists believe that the 
Eskimo culture first found at Cape 
Dorset. on Baffin island, thousands 
of miles to the east, gradually 
moved from Alaska into the east- 
ern Arctic. This means. that the 
remains found at Cape Darset it- 
self represent relatively recent 
evidence of those ancient stone age 
people. 

The Dorset culture never has 
been recorded in the central Arc- 
tic, Prof. Harp said. He hopes to
